“Holiday shoppers should be extra careful when shop- 
ping and not let unscrupulous merchants take advantage of 
their holiday spirit,” said Hope Jackson, Manager of the 
Newark Office of Consumer Action. 

By observing these important points, consumers can 
save money, time and trouble. 

* Alwayd deal with reliable stores. 


* Don't deal with stores that just sell for the holiday and 
close soon after. 


* Never deal with street vendors. Nine out of ten times 
they do not stand behind what they sell. If you en- 
counter a problem with your merchandise, you most 
likely will never see the street vendor again. 


• Save all receipts for future returns. 


° Ask if the item purchased can be returned or exchang- 
ed. Make sure it's in writing and you have a receipt; 
some stores aren't that reliable. 


* Check all toys when purchased to make sure they are 
operating properly. 

* Make sure the toys you buy are recommended by the 
manufacturer for the particular age of the child you 
are buying the toy. 

* Never purchase items on the street that are factory 
packed. What you pay for may not be what you'll find 
in the package. : 

* Never purchase items that yu can’t inspect prior to 
purchase. 

* Shop around for the best buy, compare prices as well 
as quality. 

* Never remove price tags from items. Some stores will 
not accept them for returns. 

* Beware of bargains that are too good to be true. 

* Make sure the salesman is really a salesman and not 
someone trying to make you a deal you can't refuse. 
Department stores are crowded and your money may 
be someone's Christmas gift.
